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FIELD  OF  WORK 

The  administration,  with  the  aid  of  an  ad- 
visory Federal  Plant  Quarantine  Board,  is 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  following 
acts  of  Congress : 

(1)  The  Federal  plant  quarantine  act  of 

1912. 

(2)  The  act  providing  for  the  Mexican  bor- 

der inspection  and  control  service. 

(3)  The  act  providing  for  export  certifica- 

tion. 

(4)  The  insect-pest  act  of  1905. 

(5)  The  terminal  inspection  act  of  1915  (in

Under  the  plant  quarantine  act  the  adminis- 
tration is  responsible  for  the  promulgation,  upon 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and 
enforcement,  of  quarantines  prohibiting  or  regu- 
lating the  entry  of  foreign  plants  and  plant 
products,  with  the  object  of  preventing  the 
entry  into  this  country  with  such  products  of 
new  and   dangerous  plant  pests,   either  insect 

1  The  Plant  Quarantine  and  Control  Administration 
was  established  as  a  unit  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture July  1,  1928,  with  the  object  of  bringing  to- 
gether in  one  unit  the  regulatory  and  control  work

FUNCTIONS  OF  MAJOR  DIVISIONS 

The  technical  and  scientific  work  of  the  ad- 
ministration is  divided  into  three  major  sub- 
jects, viz.,  (1)  the  enforcement  of  foreign  plant 
quarantines,  (2)  the  enforcement  of  domestic 
plant  quarantines  and  the  administration,  in 
cooperation  with  the  States  concerned,  of  pest- 
control  operations  in  relation  to  such  quaran- 
tines, and  (3)  the  standardization,  improve- 
ment, and  field  application  of  the  methods 
worked  out  by  the  research  bureaus  of  the 
department  for  the  disinfection  of  products  re- 
stricted under  both  foreign  and  domestic  plant 
quarantines.  A  brief  statement  of  the  functions 
of  these  major  divisions  follows. 

Foreign  Plant  Quarantines 

The  work  of  this  division  deals  with  (1)  the 
enforcement  of  foreign  quarantines  and  re- 
strictive orders  issued  under  the  plant  quaran- 
tine act  of  1912,  prohibiting  or  regulating  the  en- 
try into  the  United  States  of  foreign  plants  and 
plant  products;  (2)  the  inspection  and,  when 
necessary,  disinfection  of  plants,  plant  products, 
and  other  articles  entered  at  maritime  and 
Mexican  border  ports;  (3)  the  inspection  of 
foreign  parcel-post  packages  in  cooperation  with 
the  Treasury  and  Post  Office  Departments ;  (4) 
the  enforcement  of  the  insect  pest  act  of  1905  as 
it  pertains  to  the  importation  into  the  United 
States  of  living  insect  pests;  (5)  the  enforce- 
ment of  regulations  governing  the  shipment  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  to  the  mainland  from 
Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico;  (6)  the  inspection  and 
certification  as  to  freedom  from  injurious  insect 
pests  or  plant  diseases  of  fresh  fruits  and  vege- 
tables, plants,  etc.,  intended  for  export,  in  order 
to  meet  the  sanitary  requirements  of  foreign 
countries. 

Import  and  permit  service. — The  activities  of 
this  unit  are  all  in  Washington  and  are  con- 
cerned with  restricting  and  limiting  the  entry 
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of  plants  and  plain  products  to  those  which  rep- 
resent  the  Least  pest  risk,  or  to  those  which  may 
be  adequately  safeguarded.

District  of  Columbia  inspection  service. — Deals 
with  the  inspection,  certification,  and  if  neces- 
sary, treatment  of  (1)  plants  imported  under 
special  permit;  (2)  plants  imported  and  dis- 
tributed by  various  officers  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture;  (3)  shipments  of 
domestic  plants  entering  and  leaving  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia;  and  (4)  plants  distributed 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  field  sta- 
tions maintained  in  the  several  States. 

Haivaiian  inspection  service. — Provides  for  the 
enforcement  of  Federal  quarantines  as  they  per- 
tain to  Hawaii ;  and  for  the  inspection  and  cer- 
tification under  the  Federal  quarantine,  on  ac- 
count of  fruit  flies,  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
shipped  into  continental  United  States. 

Porto  Rican  inspection  service. — Consists  of 
the  enforcement  of  Federal  quarantines  as  they 
relate  to  the  Territory  of  Porto  Rico;  provides 
for  the  inspection  and  certification  in  Porto 
Rico  of  fruits  and  vegetables  offered  for  ship- 
ment, in  accordance  with  the  fruit  and  vege- 
table quarantine  of  Porto  Rico,  to  points  within 
the  continental  United  States. 

Inspection  of  special  permit  material. — This 
work  deals  with  the  inspection  in  the  field  of 
plants  imported  under  special  permit.  It  is  di- 
rected from  Washington  and  such  inspections 
are  made  in  practically  every  State  of  the 
Union.  For  this  purpose  the  country  is  divided 
roughly  into  geographical  districts,  depending 
on  the  number  and  amount  of  plants  imported 
under  special  permit  and  growing  within  each 
area.  The  headquarters  for  these  various  dis- 
tricts are  established  at  convenient  locations  at 
either  maritime  or  border  ports,  and  the  inspec- 
tions are  made  by  inspectors  stationed  at  the 
ports  within  the  respective  districts. 

Certification  of  exports. — The  inspection  and 
certification  of  plants  and  plant  products  in- 
tended for  export  to  meet  the  sanitary  require- 
ments of  foreign  countries  is  also  directed  from 


Washington.  The  inspectors  engaged  in  this 
work  arc  stationed  at  those  ports — maritime  or 
border — where  the  greatest  volume  of  exports 
requiring  inspection  is  made. 

Domestic  Plant  Quarantines 

The  work  of  this  division  provides  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  various  domestic  plant  quaran- 
tines  for   which   no   separate   units  have  been 
aized.     It  assists  the  chief  in  drafting  do- 
te quarantines  and  is  also  responsible  for 
drafting    cert  I  ad    other    Legal    forms.

Date  I'alm  Scale  Eradication 

To  eradicate  the  dare  palm  scale  and  to  pre- 
Lts  spread  by  the  enforcement  of  quaran- 
tine regulations.  The  eradication  work  in- 
volves inspection  to  locate  infested  trees  and 
elimination  of  the  infestation  by  defoliation  and 
torching  or  other  approved  methods. 

European  Corn  Borer 

To   retard   the  spread   of  the  European  corn 
borer  and  enforce  quarantines  against  this  pest, 


and,  in  cooperation  with  the  States  concerned, 
to  conduct  clean-up  operations  in  heavily  in- 
fested areas  in  order  to  prevent  further  long- 
distance spread  of  this  insect.  The  enforce- 
ment of  quarantine  restrictions  is  done  both 
within  and  at  the  margin  of  the  quarantined 
area,  and  during  the  summer  season  necessitates 
the  maintaining  of  day  and  night  supervision  by 
quarantine  officers  of  all  main  roads  leading  out 
of  the  regulated  area.  The  scouting  work  is 
done  throughout  and  beyond  the  known  limits  of 
distribution  to  determine  the  spread  and  abun- 
dance of  the  borer. 

Moths   (Gipsy,  Brown-tail,  and  Satin) 

To  exterminate  the  gipsy  moth  in  the  present 
restricted  area  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey;  to 
maintain  a  barrier  zone  throughout  which  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  locate  and  exterminate 
all  colonies  as  a  means  of  preventing  the  west- 
ward spread  of  this  pest — such  zone  comprising 
a  strip  of  territory  20  to  30  miles  wide  along 
the  western  border  of  the  New  England  States 
and  the  eastern  border  of  New  York  from  Long 
Island  to  Canada ;  to  enforce  quarantine  re- 
strictions on  the  movement  of  nursery  stock, 
stone,  quarry,  and  other  products  which  other- 
wise might  be  the  means  of  movement  out  of 
the  regulated  area  of  the  gipsy  moth,  the  brown- 
tail  moth,  and  the  satin  moth. 

Japanese  Beetle 

To  retard  the  spread  of  the  Japanese  beetle 
by  the  enforcement  of  quarantine  restrictions 
with  respect  to  commerce  and  movement  of 
articles  which  might  otherwise  be  a  means  of 
wide  carriage  of  the  pest  out  of  the  regulated 
area.  Such  restrictions  require  the  inspection 
and  certification  of  farm  products,  nursery  stock, 
and  other  products  likely  to  carry  this  pest,  and 
the  supervision  of  such  disinfection  or  treat- 
ment  as  may   be   necessary   to   safeguard   the 
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movement  of  such  products.  To  conduct,  or 
supervise,  clean-up  work  in  isolated  localities 
where  incipient  infestations  of  this  pest  have 
been  determined. 

Pink   Boixworm    wi>  Thtjbberla  Weevil 

To  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworrq  of 
(•niton  and.  where  possible,  to  elTect  its  eradica- 
tion: and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Thur- 
beria  weevil.  This  work  involves  scouting  oper- 
ations to  determine  tlie  range  of  infestation; 
clean-up  operations;  the  enforcement  of  quaran- 
tine restrictions  on  movement  of  articles  cov- 
ered, including  the  supervision  of  vacuum 
fumigation  plants  and  cotton  compress 
inspection  of  nulls.  Lrin-.  rolling  Mock,  automo- 
tive equipment,  and  other  possible  carriers  of 

these  DestS;  and  the  ma  i  nteiiance  of  road

Technological  I  u\  esion 

This  organization  is  concerned  with  the  com- 
mercial application  of  the  findings  of  the  re- 
search bureaus  of  the  department  to  the  disin- 
fection and  sterilization  of  plants  and  plant 
products  moving  under  the  various  foreign  and 
domestic  quarantines  and  improving  and  stand- 
ardizing methods  now  followed  by  the  adminis- 


tration  in  the  sterilization  and  disinfection  of 
these  products.  The  work  is  necessarily  cooper- 
ative with  the  other  divisions  of  this  adminis- 
tration and  with  the  research  bureaus.
